HE Defence Minister 
claims that tho balance 
of military power has not 
been upact by the Sovict’s 
remarkable achievements in 
outer sapnee, and that the 
overall superiority of the 
Weat is likely to increase 
rather than diminish’ with 
the introduction of medium- 
range missiles, 

Mr Sandys has said that it 
will bo several years before 
tho Soviet Union can com- 
plete the development of 
a really accurate  inter- 
continental balllstic missile. 

Mr Snndys is optimistic and 
has not been swayed by the 

. dismay which swept the 
United States 1 
Russians Jaunched their 
space satellites and it can 
only be nssumed that tho 
Minister has access to other 
information. 


‘Services’ Roles 


HE roles of the three 

: Servicos have now been 
fully explained. Some senior 
officers, particularly in the 
NAF do not see cye-to-cyc 
with the Minister, Although 
they ngree that missiles 
will eventually supersede 
bomber aircraft they con- 
tend that the day is a long 
way off, ‘ 

The Navy {s to have two dis- 
tinct roles.

A ND finally, the Minister

The emphasis on: tho’ in- 
creasing prepnredness of 
the Forces is poasibly the 
most reassuring aspect of 
the wholo of the White 
Paper. This cannot be taken 
as an aggressive policy — 
it ig morely realistic.

stream to mate. 

The Japanese are also accused 
of using smajl mesh nets, so fine 
that they catch the young 
ealmon as they teave their 
birthplace for the apen sea. 

The Japanese ore reproached 
for faking Immature salmon out 
of circulatlon before they ‘even 
have a chance to mate. 

Mensures to preserve salmon 
were agreed between Soviet and 
Jspanese fishery delegations In 
Mescenw dJast year. 

“If the salmon do not get to 
the spawning grounds .and 
millions of young fish do not get 
to the oven, even rapacious 
fishermen will find it uscless to 
cast thelr nets into the salmon 
shallows," says the journal. 


Agreements 


The Literary Gazette believes 
the agreements do not go far 
enough. - Nets should be 
ehortened, the distance between 
them increased, and meshes 
made larger to enable immature 
salmon to escape the net with- 
out injury, it says, 

For crabs, the situation is still 
worse. According to the same 
paper: “Japanese crab’ nets 
extend for miles before the 
terrktorial waters of the Soviet 
Union, barring the way of the 
crabs to the coastal sirlp mating 
grounds, Okhotsk shore crabs, 
the biggest In the world, are, 
under the threat of extinetlon if 
urgent measures are not taken." 

At the same time the Literary 
Guzette reproaches Soviet fisher- 
men. {cr their lack of initlative 
in golng. out. ta get thelr crabs 
despite the . presence. of the 
Japanese. 

“Undoubdtedly 
cnichers should be reproached. 
They ought to go out more 
baldJy beyond the 12-mile zone,
